the indicted men and the amount of bail to 
be fixedin each case. As they made eight- 
een entries it seemed probable that there 
were twenty-three indictments, and eighteen 
individuals who had not been indicted be- 
fore—a view of the case that appeared to be 
confirmed by later information. Upon the 
retirement of the jury the paper in question

As the Clerk received the indictments at a 
quarter of 3 o’clock, it was supposed the ca- 
piases would be issued at once, and the arrests 
made before dark.

the 1 The capiases were made out, 
but Mr. Gilbert held them until 5 o’clock, 
when he handed them to Chief Bailiff Carolan 
to deliver to Sheriff Matson. The Sheriff 
heard of the retura of the indictments by 3 
o’clock, and had a force of deputies ready to 
make the arrests. When the capiases failed 
to come at 4 o’clock he expressed doubt 
whether anything would be done before this 
morning. Half an hour later he said that no 
arrests would be made at night. The reason 
for not serving the capiases is supposed 
to be the difficulty of getting the ac- 
cused in time for them to furnish bonds. 
Judge Anthony would have been in his cham- 
ber until 5 o’clock, but he had fixed the 
amount of bail in each case and stated that 
the bonds must be given in open court. So if 
any one had been arrested the chances are 
that he would have had to gotojail. This is 
a humiliation which the prosecution seems 
to be unwilling to subject the boodlers to 
just at this time. When the first arrests 
were made the indicted ones were gathered 
in after dark and held in custody all night at 
the Sherman House. The gang and their

LOSS OF THE EAGLE. 


} All Hope of Her Safety Abandoned by Rel- 
atives of the 250 Victims. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., March 31.—{Special. |— 
All hope of the safety of the missing sealing 
steamer Eagle has been abandoned, and the 
people of this vicinity are in deep mourning 
over the loss of 250 lives. The Eagle was a 
Dundee-built vessel, equipped especially for 
the Newfoundland seal and Northern whale 
fisheries. She had new boilers, and was 
thoroughly refitted this spring at an expense 
of £5,000. She sailed from this port the morn- 
ing of March 10 in company with the steam- 
ers Arctic, Aurora, Terra Nova, Wolf, Nept- 
une, Esquimau, Hector, and Vanguard. 
The next day a frightful storm swept 
the coast. That night the Eagie and Aurora 
were in company in Bona Vista Bay, 140 
miles north of St. Johns. The seas are said 
to have been the most terrible ever experi- 
enced by the oldest sealers. Forty miles off 
Cape Bona Vista hes Funk Island, which for 
miles around is surrounded by dangerous 
breakers. The last seen of the le was in 
the vicinity of this island during the hurricane 
of the night of March-1l. The commanders

Sioux Crry, Ia., March 31.—In the Haddock 
murder trial today Albert Koschinski, alias 
Bismarck, was recalled, but his evidence was 
immaterial only as to detail. Following him 
came his little 12-year-old daughter named 
Minnie. She possessed her father’s singular 
retentive powers, and passed straight on in 
her testimony without any émbarrassment 
or contradiction. She said: “I know John 
Arensdorf and Paul Leader. I remember 
when Mr. Haddock was killed, I donit re- 
member just when my father went away. I 
saw Arensdorf after my father went away. I 
carried a letter from my mamma to him. He 
was near the bridge. He came to 
our house about ten minutes after 
I got back. He told my mamma there was 
too much talk yet and she could not go away 
until it got quiet. He came again Sunday. 
My mamma said she didn’t want to wait 
any longer. My papa was sick and he 
wanted to go away. He said he would fix 
everything so we could go Tuesday. We 
sold the furniture Monday.

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SENSATIONAL MURDER AT SPRINGFIELD. 
Wirt Butler, the Horse Breeder, Shoots 
, One of His Employes Dead. 
riert, II., March 31.—([Special.}— 
At 4 o’clock this afternoon a telephone mes- 
sage came in from the Butler farm, two 
miles south from the Centre of the city, that 


Wirt Butler, a farmer and horse breeder, had 
killed one of his employés. The Sheriff and | 
State’s-Attorney Jones went out to the farm 


and found Butler there alone, the body of 


his victim, Thomas Reed, lying dead in the | 


barnyard. Butler was immediately brought 
to the city and locked up. Acting under ad- 
vice of counsel he declines to about the 
matter, but from remarks~which he made to 
Sheriff Condell and the State’s-Attorney, and 
from other known circumstances, the out- 
lines of the tragedy are pretty well known. 
Butler came in from Jerseyville this morning, 
bringing a half-dozen brood mares and called 
to his house by telephone for Reed to come in 
and take them to the farm. Afte: Reed had 
performed this service William Cloyd of this 
city drove Butler out to the farm. e latter 
was under the influence of drink and refused 
to remain athis house, but returned with 
Cloyd to the city. A little later Reed left the 
farm, bringing his wife to a neighbor’s house, 
and thence came to the city to take Butler 
home n. @ here Reed also drank 
freely, it is alleged, and he and Butler started 
home together about 3:30 p. m. Nothing 
more was seen of them till after the 
occurred. When Butler called the Bheri 
by telephone he said: “I have had the mis- 
fortune to kill a man.“ He sent a similar 
message to the police headquarters and 
the  patrol- mn was sent to bring 
Butler in. ow the quarrel arose 
originally no one seems to know. At the 
farm Reed drove into the barnyard and be- 
gan racing the horses and wagon around the 
ard, and refused to desist at the order of 
Butler. Butler attempted to stop the team, 
and thereupon drew a revolver and at- 
tempted to shoot. Butler then went into the 
house, got a gun, and shot Reed dead. But- 
ler put the team in the stable after killing 
and then called for the officers of the 
law. He remained in the house till the offi- 
cers arrived. Reed had been in Butler’s 
. for a little over a year, and 
the ter 1 as a useful 
and trusty man. He lived in the house with 
Butler and his wifé was the housekeeper. 
Wirt Butler is a son of William Butler, who 
was appointed State Treasurer by Gov. Bis- 
sell in 1859 and elected to that office in 1800. 
He isa brother of Col. Speed Butler, who 
died here about two years Wirt’s wife 
was the oldest daughter of Gen. John A. 
McClernand. She died over ten years ago, 
leaving two little children. About nine years 
ago Butler shot ‘a policeman named Tomlin- 
son in this city, dangerously 8 him, 
and the litigation over the case cost him a 
fortune. e is one of the most 
sensational occurrences which have stirred 
the city in some years. Butler has long had 
the reputation of being a violent man when 
in liquor. At other times he is most amiable 
and agreeable. He does not deny the killing 
of Reed, but simply says, I had to do it.” 


THE CLEVELAND FUR-ROBBEBRS. 


Identified as a Gang Lately Working in 
Georgia—Two Under Arrest. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 31.— [Special.] The 
recent burglaries which have created such a 
sensation throughout the State turn out to 
have been engineered by the notorious fur- 
robbers, who first came into notice in Cleve- 
land, O., last January, and who subsequently 
murdered Officer Milligan on the train near 
Havana in that State. One of the burglars, 
Pat Hanley, is in Hall County Jail desperate- 
17 wounded, while another is confined in 

orth County Jail in the same condition. 
About March 1 six strange men visited 
Atlanta, where they were at once shadowed 
by the police. ey soon perceived they 
were watched and disappeared, no one knew 
where. A week later a systematic series of 
burglaries began in two directions. One 
party operated from Griffin east across 
oA Harmony 8 a — the 
other party simultaneous Fo- 
ing south to homasville. The first 
sensational episodes occurred with the party 
which „ in the northern end of the 
State. ey obtained about $10,000 out of 
‘safes in Griffin, Sunnyside, and adjacent 
country stores. About that time four strange 
men pounced down on Monroe,in Walton 
County, giving the names of John and Thom- 
as Howard and Jack and Jim Ayres of In- 
diana. Thence they went to Gainesville, 
where suspicion finally rested upon them. 
The party had some burglars’ tools sharpened 
by a blacksmi who communica that 
fact to Marshal ie. That officer at once 
spotted the men, and in company with Mr. 

eadors followed them on to Harmony Grove. 
There Hanley was shot and captured. 
He has said he would piead guilty when his 
case was called. The photograph of Hanley 
has been sent to J. W. Schmitt, Superintend- 
ent of Police at Cleveland, O. ere is no 
doubt about his being one of the men and 
that the other three are Charles Morgan, 
Billy Harrington, and Matthew Kennedy. 
Charley Morgan, who escaped, was pursued 
through the country by bloodhounds, but the 
scent was lost at the crossing of the Rich- 
mond & Danville Road, where he evi- 
dently escaped on a train. The gang which 
has been operating in South Georgia 
it is now certain is a detachment of the same 
crowd. They blew o the safe in the Al- 
bany Post-Office and secured $700. They 
workea Thomasville. Then the Sheriffs of 
the three counties got together and organized 
a pursuing party. Coming up on the burglars 
at Baconton they had a battle, in which Sher- 
iff Hurst was severely wounded, as was one 
of the burglars. The news tonight is that 
the wounded burglar was run down in Worth 
County and is now in jail in that place. 
There are men here from Ohio conversant 
with the history of the gang who are posi- 
tive that they are the fur robbers. 


THE LATEST EXPRESS ROBBERY. 


The Amount Secured Supposed to Be About 
$800—The Messenger’s Story. 
Frankrort, N. V., March 81.—Express- 
Messenger Leake, who was robbed between 
Clark’s Mills and Frankfort last night, 
reached here about midnight and was able 
to proceed to a doctor’s office, where his 


wound was dressed. He was shot in the up- 


per part of the right arm, the ball . 
around the shoulder, causing an ugly wound. 

It is believed that the robber entered the 
car near Oneida Castle, where the grade is 
heavy. The messenger’s statement that the 
robber entered by the side door is not be- 
lieved, as the platform door of the car was 
not fastened by a chain, as it snould have 
been when the train reached Utica. The 
messenger said to some one that he was sit- 
ting at his open safe when gttacked.

Rock Island Trainmen Testifying as to 


Schwartz’s Actions Immediately After 
the Murder—A Portion of the Newly- 
Proposed Witnesses for the State to Be 
Allowed to Testify—Review of Yester- 
day’s Proceedings at Morris. 
Monnts, III., March 31.—[Special.}—Before 
the business of the day began in the Nichols 


‘murder case Judge Dibell gave his decision 


on the question of the admission of the 
‘list of forty additional witnesses handed 
in by the State since the case was 
ealled for trial. Of the list of thirty- 
six given the State the day the case 
wads called the Judge decided that those 
whose names had been incorrectly spelled 
and those who had testified at the prelim- 
inary examination should be allowed to 
testify, together with any eighteen of the 
thirty-six the State might choose to select. 
Of the other four introduced later the Judge 
said if the State’s Attorney would state pro- 
fessionally to the court that he knew nothing 
of their evidence until he gave notice to the 
defense of their summons by the State he 
would permit them to testify.

Rawson and Trotter made a memorandum of 
the things in the safe, which was then sent 
to Chicago, the key going in a sealed envel- 
ope. Rawson identified the package of torn 
vouchers when produced.

ROBBED AND THROWN IN THE RIVER. 


Brutal Treatment of an Old Man by Two 
Young Hoodlums. 

A bold robbery and attempted murder were 
committed about 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
on Twenty-second street bridge. M. Monheimer, 
a salesman for Sieman Bros., wholesale clothiers, 
on Monroe street, was seized by two young men, 
robbed of $40 or $50, and then, after a severe 
choking, thrown in the river.

im into the river. He attempted to scream, but 
they choked his utterance. When he got into 
the water he again began to yell. and this time 
attracted the attention of some teamsters em- 
eres by Sawyer & Goodman, who came and 
pulled him out of the water. He Was almost un- 
conscious from fright, and the men called the 
patrol-wagon, which took him to Canaiport 
Avenue Station, where he recovered sufficiently 
to tell his story. He was unable to give any- 
thing in the way of a description of his assailants 
last night, and the police sent him home. 
The police think the thieves put the whisky- 
bottie in his pocket to give color to the theory 
that he had gotten drunk and fallen into the wa- 


ter. The 8 cents which he said was given him

FAST IN AN ICE FLOE. 


Vessels Encounter Much Difficulty in Navi- 
gating Lake Michigan. 

Chicago Harbor was shut in by a great ice floe 
yesterday which extended as far out as the eye 
could reach. From the Life-Saving Station open 
water could not be seen with the aid of a glass. 
However, the steam barges Marshal F. Butters 
and Colin Campbell succeeded in forcing their 
way into port. Both were loaded with lumber. 
The Campbell had a cargo that she started to 
bring here late last fall. While in midlake her 
engine was wrecked and she was towed to Mil- 
waukee for repairs, where she remained all.win- 
ter. The steam barge Ballentine and consort 
Northwest, which left Milwaukee for Cnhi- 
cago Wednesday afternoon, had not reached 
here at dark, and the steam barge 
Fayette, bound here with cedar from Horn’s Pier, 
is still outside. All three are supposed to be 
fast in the ice along the west shore. Early in 
the morning the steam-barge Nellie Torrent left 
here for Manistee and the steam-barge A. B. Tay- 
ior left for South Haven. The smoke from their 
funnels was still in sight late in the afternoon. 
They are likely toremain in the ice until the 
wind shifts.

HARRISON JOINS THE ‘SOCIALISTS. 
Mayor Harrison, in an impassioned speech 
to the remnant of the Democratic Committee 
of Fifty yesterday, threw off all disguises 
and came out as an avowed supporter of the 
Socialistic candidate for Mayor, In this po- 
sition he was ably supported by Harry Ru- 
bens, the notorious Socialist, who has been 


for several years masquerading as a Demo- 


crat, and in this capacity bad an unusual 
share of the Mayor's confidence and esteem. 
In his frenzied speech to the Democratic 
committee Mr. Harrison said that it would be 
better forthe party that Nelson should be 
chosen than that Roche should be elected. 
He believed, or hoped, or dreamed that Nel- 
son would be “gotten rid of in two years.“ 
whereas Roche, he feared, might prove te be 
an Old Man of the Sea. 

It is a question whether the Mayor had not 
taken leave of his sénses when he made this

It is evident that the Mayor is taking coun- 
sel from his passions rather than from his 
reason. He is beside himself with rage. His 
disappointed ambition has goaded him into 
utterances that he cannot justify or excuse in 
his calmer moments, . 

The nature of his disappointment was 
shown when in one breath he bellowed forth 
his denunciations of Roche and advised the 
election of the Socialist candidate, and in the 
next breath invited all Democrats and Re- 
publicans to accept him (Harrison) as a can- 
didate as the only salvation from the ap- 
proaching calamity of anarchy and misrule. 
Never did a man part from an office so un- 
willingly as Hdtrison gives up the Mayoralty. 
He would pull the temple in ruins about his 
own ears rather than have it occupied by 
anybody else. 

It remains to be seen bother the Demo- 
cratic party will act upon the advice of this 
desperate and embittered old man, prompted 


of Chicago with its vast business interests

ROCHE OR NELSON. 

The Committee of Fifty spent another day 
in a prevended search for a Democratic 
candidate for Mayor of Chicago. The list of 
declinations is long—Harrison, Cregier, Fel- 
ton, McAvoy, and Devine being among them. 


It became evident yesterday for the first 


time that the search is not sincere; that some 
at least of the committee are not looking for 
a candidate, and would not accept one if they 
could get a man every way suitable to 
consent to serve, Jonathan B. Taylor 
was rejected by Harry Rubens yes- 
terday on the score that he was 
not “a representative Democrat,” yet he was 
sufficiently ‘representative’ to be nomi- 
nated for Congress last fall by the Democrats 
of the\North Side. Itis evident that Harry 
Rubens—who is more of a Socialist than a 
Democrat—and some of the other members 
of the Democratic committee have been all 
through playing a double part, and that their 
object has been always to throw as 
much of the Democratic vote as pos- 
sible to Nelson and help to elect him. As 
a temporary makeshift the gentleman who 
presided over the Cook County Democratic 
Convention last fall, Mr. Moses J. Went- 
worth, was authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee of five to confer with a Republican com- 
mittee of the same number with an alleged 
view to the selection of a candidate to take 
the place of Mr. Roche as the leader of the 
opposition to Nelson. Of course this 
humorous proposition was not made 
with the slightest idea that  any- 
thing would come of it, but simply to wind 
up the business in the best feasible manner. 
As a serious suggestion it would be prepos- 
terous. Mr. Roche was the absolutely unan- 
imous choice of the Republican convention. 
On a roll-call every delegate yoted for him on 
the first ballot. And even if there had been 
a formidable minority opposed to the nomi- 
nation it would be too late to think of chang- 
ing.. Mr. Lincoln’s familiar advice against 
sWapping horses in the middle of the stream 
would be applicable to the case. 

There is only one proper and sensible course 
left for the’ Democrats to pursue, and that is 
to support. Roche, That would certainly be 
in the direction of their interests, and it 
would only be an act of reciprocity. Mr. 
Harrison has often boasted that he had from 
one to five thousand Republican supporters 
each time he ran for Mayor—men who trusted 
him to look after the business interests of the 
city—and his boast had a more or less sub- 
stantial basis.

ISSUES OF THIS OAMPAIGN. 

Every intelligent and public-spirited citi- 
zen, irrespective of party affiliations, must 
see that, asevents have shaped themselves 
in Chicago, the issue now joined is between 
the destructive theories of foreign Socialism 
on the one hand and on the other hand the 
American ideas of law, liberty, and security, 
and that the choice for Mayor lies between 
Roche and Nelson. 

Every man who owhs a he 18e and lot, how- 
ever small, or that hopes to have a roof of 
his own over his head some day, is interest- 
ed in crushing out at the polis the new party 
of Communistic confiscation. This is no time 


to rekindle the National party fires, rake and 


blow the old embers into a flame, and fill the 
air with bewildering smoke. 

Henry George, confessedly the foremost in- 
tellect of this new party, has been among us 
and brought into clear view the distinctive 
purpose of the movement he leads and which 
has in Mr. Nelson its representative local 
head. He says in language too plain to be 
misunderstood to every property-owner in 
Chicago: You have no right to that real es- 
“tate, and we propose its confiscation by 
„taxation.“ He compares land-owning.to 
slave-holding. This monstrous doctrine may 
have made him some votes in New York last 
fall. That city is, geographically, a narrow 
strip, with no power of expansion except one 
way. It is as if Chicago were confined to 
the South Side in its growth. It has no land, 
except at the northern outskirts, which a 
poor man can o and consequently the 
laboring class must live in tenement houses. 
Not so in Chicago. Tens of thousands of 
wageworkers here own their homes, and it is 
the common ambition of the typical Chicago 
workingman to be his own landlord. The 
capitalist who lives by his rent roll and the 


day laborer who has, or expects to have, a 


cottage of his own, are bound by the logic of 
this campaign to vote for Mr. Roche, unless 
they wish to help forward the cause which 
aims directly at depriving them of their real 
estate. Inthe light of what Henry George 
and our local Socialists have said no one 
with sense enough to Keep out of an asylum 
for the feeble-minded can fail to see that this 
is the paramount issue of next Tuesday, 
joined alike in city and town. We repeat, 
that every registered citizen who owns a 
house or expects to, whether he be Democrat 
or Republican, will serve his interests best 
‘by voting for John A. Roche. 

Ineidental to this fundamental idea of 
Socialism that pervades foolish minds are 
other consequences destructive of general 
prosperity. There is no branch of manu- 
facture or trade in this city which could af- 
ford to have the Nelson ticket élected. No 
other conceivable calamity would be so fatal 
to the revived prosperity of this city. Busi- 
néss is now - good. Labor is employed and 
every industry ina healthy conaition. There 
are no strikes in progress. Capital and labor 
are in harmony. The great factories and the 
small shops are busy, dnd the great stores 
and the littie stalls and stands are doing 
well. The election of Nelson would be par- 
alyzing to the whole body of the community. 


RAISING THE RATES ON WOOL. 

The new transcontinental tariffs show a 
rate on wool which the New York Tribune 
boasts will practically prevent the shipment 
of California fleeces to the Eastern markets. 
Heretofore while levying on the wools of New 
Mexico and Colorado all the traffic would 
dear the Pacific roads were compelled to 
compete with the water lines for the carriage 
of the California product, and hence gave 


| from the coast a rate lower than on the 1,000- 


mile shorter hauls from intermediate, non- 
competitive points. Compelled by the Inter- 
State Commerce act to adjust this inequality, 
they have advanced the long-haul rate and 
abandoned the California business, so we are 
told, in order to make the new law odious 
and retain power to tax the wool traffic of 
New Mexico and Colorado to the point 
of confiscation. This raises a very interest- 
ing and important question—one that is being 
pushed tothe front in other quarters also and 
which must soon be met. Itis, tosay the 
least, very questionable whether the rail- 
roads can pervert the purpose of the new law 
by advancing through rates instead of lower- 
ing exorbitant locals.“ The United States 
Courts will be concerned, not merely with 
the proportion between the two rates, but 
must say whether the respective charges, 
considered apart, are “ reasondble and just.“ 
When a road voluntarily makes and continues 
a rate, does it not thereby establish a stand- 
ard and furnish strong proof that the charge 
yields a fair profit? Will not the United 
Skates Courts take the long-distance com- 
petitive California rate as presumptively rea- 
sonable and just and require charges on 
shorter hauis from Colorado and New Mexico 
to be adjusted in some equitabie proportion 
thereto? This suggestion will bear careful 
consideration by railroad officials who think 
they can dodge the new law by excessively 
raising long-haul rates. 


Tue great strike in the silk industry at 
Paterson, N. J., has at last been adjusted and 


work is to be resumed. It was begun last 
August by 1,500 silk dyers, not on account of 
dissatisfaction with their wages or hours of 
labor, but because the manufacturers were 
not willing that the dyers should control 
their business. As it was impossible to con- 
tinue the production without the dyers the 
other operatives were gradually shut out 
also, and have had to be idle since last sum- 
mer because of the dyvers’ obstinacy and fool- 
ishness. For eight months this strike has 
lasted, and what has beeh the outcome! The 
dyers themselves have lost $1,700,000 of wages 
and the remainder of the operatives $900,000 
more. The town and the silk business have 
been greatly damaged. It will take long 
years to restore the old prosperity, and many 
must remain out of work because there is 
nothing for them to do, the business being 
shattered. The operatives are badly demor- 
alized and in debt, and now they go back on 
the old terms and try for a long time to come 
to recoup themselves for their foolishness. 
Will the time ever come when workingmen 


will cut loose from the dangerous ¢ 


demagogs 
who are leading them and have independence 


enough to think and act for themselves! 


Tue question of differential rates on trans- 
portation by rail is far from being confined 


to this country. It is just now agitating the 


British Parliament and the press of the 


United Kingdom. A Government bill re- 


cently introduced into the House of Lords 
incorporates the provision that railway com- 


‘panies may charge differential rates i these 


are necessary to secure traffic.” It is not 


stated how much of differentiation it is pro- 


posed to allow inorder to secure the end 
named, or how much of traffic it will be law- 
ful to secure before the line is drawn 
beyond which a competing road may not 
go in discriminating against one class 
of men or one section for the bene- 
fit of another. Lord Stanley has 
argued in support of the proposition 
that in certain circumstances it would inure 
to the benefit of consumers, who use of 
these preferential rates might be enabied to 
supply their wants more cheaply than if equal 
rates were enforced. That is precisely the 
line of reasoning which has worked so much 
injustice in this country, and been made a 
cloak for a host of iniquities which it is fer- 
vently to be hoped our new law will render 
impossibie in the future. it is none of the 
business of a common carrier to work for the 
benefit of one individual or section as against 
the interests of another; and it is pleasant to 
note that the London Zconomist dissents from 
the proposition referred to as embodying 
“an altogether fallacious idea.“ 


Tun assertion is continually made by cer- 
tain Minnesota, Iowa, and Nebraska papers 
that the business-men of Chicago are 
unanimously in favor of the Inter-State act be- 
cause they expect great advantages from it 
in crushing competition in cities further 
west. In fact, the commercial bodies of Chi- 
cago took no part in opposing or promoting 
the passage ©f the new law, and there is a 


wide diversity of opinion among Chicago 


business-men as to its effect. Many of them 
regard the law with considerable doubt, 
others approve it, while the great majority 
occupy a rather expectant position, inclining 
to the belief that the new system if fairly 
enforced and not perverted by the rail- 
roads will prove a general public bene- 
fit, but holding. that in any event it 
will affect Chicago only in the same 
manner as other Western cities, and if 
found to work hardship can be amended at 
the next session of Congress. Very few in- 
deed expect from it advantages veculiar to 


Chicago and which will not accrue in a pro- 


portionate degree to other cities in the West. 


So far as any of them expect benefit from 


the new system it is through the general 
promotion of the commercial interests of the 
country and of the Western States in par- 
ticular. To say that the business-men of 
this city have favored the law with any 
marked unanimity or enthusiasm, or are now 
expecting that it will hamper competing 
towns or cities and prove exceptiona.ly ad- 
vantageous to Chicago, is a gross perversion 
of facts—an assertion springing only from 
blind, unreasoning jealousy.

Tnar some idea of the nature of the mod- 
est demands made by the “delegates ’”’ at 
the Ottawa convention may be had by the 
people of Chigago the character of a few of 
the amendments to the Winston and Hurd 
bills proposed by those worthies may be men- 
tioned. In the first. place, they want a chan- 
nel 200 feet wide, and carrying 15 feet of 
water, cut as far as La Salle, and costing 20 
millions. This is intended te make Chicago 
pay for the building of a shiv canal which 
would mainly benefit the inland towns, and 
would make Chicago stand in the relation to 
some of them in a few yearsas Greenock does 
to Glasgow. Then another amendment would 
give them control of the water power which 
Chicago would create and pay for, while a third 
would force this city to pay anticipatory dam- 
ages to claimants along the line for fancied 
injuries to property by the channel. Those 
supposititious damages would be fixed by their 
own courts, and would have to be paid before 
work could be commenced. Other damages 
ceuld be claimed thereafter. Chicago can 
easily get along with the Bridgeport pumps 
for a good while longer before she will per- 
mit any such scheme to be fastened on her by 
blood-leeches. 


Tux conduct of Dr. A. B. Leonard, the late 
Prohibition candidate for Governor of Ohio, 
should entitle him not only to censure but to 
prompt dismissal from the pulpit of the 
Methodist Church. A more shocking viola- 
tion of the decencies of life, as well as of 
the duties of a minister, never occurred 
than that of which this man Leonard was 
guilty last Sunday in the Methodist church 
at Springfield, O. In the close of his sermon 
this ale-on-toast fanatic declared that any 
man who would say the Lord’s Prayer at 
night and vote for Oliver S. Kelly the next 
day is a hypocrit.“ Mr. Kelly is an honored 
member of the church. He is the Repub- 
lican candidate for Mayor and is highly 
esteemed by his fellow-citizens for his ster- 
ling character.

Dr. McGlynn on the Henry George System of 
Land Tenure. 

Dr. McGiynn isa priest and an Irishman. He 
is also a disciple of Henry George. Both profess 
to have great sympathy with the poor of Ireland. 
Yet the language in which they describe the pro- 
posed land reform they wish to see introduced 
in the United States applies almost exactly to 
the situation in Ireland, except that they would 
have the Government made the landlords here. 
In his speech in the Academy of Music last Tues- 


day Dr. McGlynn said: 

Iam going to tell you what I said to Cardinal 
McCloskey. When he said. But you want to 
cut up Manhattan Island in little pieces and give 
everybody a little bit,“ I said. No, I don't want 
to do anything of the kind. We will allow these 
owners to seem to be the owners, just as they have 
been for many generations. ow are we going 
to give back to the. poor man what, belongs to 
him? How shall we have that beautiful state of 
things in which naught shall be ill and all shall 
be well? How’ Simply by confiscating the rent 
and allowing people nominaliy to own, if you 
choose, the whole of Manhattan Island, if it will 
do them any good to nominally own it; but while 
they have the distinguished satisfaction of seem- 
ing to own It, we are going to-scoop the meat out of 
the sheliand allow them to have the shell, And 
how are we going to do that? By simply taxing 
all this land and all kindred bounties of Nature 


to the full amount of the rental value. It there 


isn’t any rental value, then there won't be any 
tax. If there is any rental value, then it will be 
precisely what that vaiue is. 4 the rental value 
goes up, up go the taxes, If the rental value goes 
down, down come the taxes. if the rental value 
ceases, then the taxes cease. Don't Jou see? It is 
as clear as the nose on your face.’ 

Ah, there! “If the rental value goes up, up go 
the taxes. If the rental value comes down, down 
come the taxes.“ But how about improvements 
and betterments? What inducement will any 
man who is nominally owning land on Manhat- 
tan Island have to “ improve his property if the 
result of such improvement is instant confisca- 
tion of incréased rents’ McGlynn and George 
propose to grasp the benefits of improvements 
just as the Irish landlords hape done; and the 
result of such a-system would be the conversion 
of New York City into a howling wilderness, for 
the man who had no improvements upon his 
property would at least be released from the 
onerous and disagreeable duty of collecting 
rents to be turned over to the State. The theory 
that the lot owners of New York City are going 
to act as unsalaried caretakers and rent-col- 
lectors for the Government is untenable and

The Alien Land Bill—New Apportionment 
’ fer State Senators, 

Manptson, Wis., March 31.— [Special.] — The 
Alien Land bill was passed by the Assembly 
this morning. The bill is one which pro- 
hibits an alien non-resident of this State 
or of the United States f acquiring 
more than 320 acres of land in this 
State. It provides, however, that such 
alien may acquire more by will or descent 


or by due iegal proceedings, such as the fore- 
closure of a mo It also provides that 
all éorporations of whose stock 20 per cent or 
more is owned by aliens shall also be prohib- 
ited from holding more than 0 acres.

Speculation as to the Selection of a Secre- 


— tary—Questions That Are to Be First 


Considered—How the New Law Is Inter- 
fering with Railroad Business—Dead- 
heads Taking AdVantage of Their Last 
Chance, : 

Wasmxorox, D. C., March 81.—[Special. |— 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
organized with Judge Cooley for Chairman. 
Temporary quarters have been taken among 
the geological survey offices near the hotels, 
and about the next thing to be done will be 
the choosing of a Secretary. Then will come 
the clerical force. April 5 the commission 
will begin to formulate its judgment of the 
law. No bridges will be crossed until they 
are reached, and no theoretical interpreta- 
tions or constructions will be put forth in 
answer to hypothetical questions. When 
the commission acts ona given case it will 
be known what its idea is of like cases. This 
morning Messrs. Cooley, Morrison, Walker, 
and Schoonmaker went to the White 
House to call on the President. Com- 
missioner. Bragg had not yet arrived. 
The talk with Mr. Cleveland was informal. 
Bragg reached the White House after the 
others had left. He had a short interview 
with the President, and then joined the 
others at Willard’s, where a session was held 
in Morrison’s room. Here the Alabama 
member first got acquainted with his col- 
leagues. The commissions made out by the 
President had been sent from the White 
House to the Interior. Department, and the 
Commissioners were to meet there at 3 o’clock

No Commissioner seemed to 
havea candidate whom he was anxious to 
press, and there was a disposition on the part 
of others to await the preference of the Chair- 
man. It was said that Judge Cooley would 
probably pick out some estern railroad 
man and submit his name, but nothing of the 
kind was done today. The commission ad- 
ourned — before 4 o' clock, and for the 
ret day’s work each member was entitled to 
$21. In the event there were some inter- 
changes of op by the different 
membe but no meeting 
was hel The many callers made this 
impracticable. All the Commissioners were 
quite ready to talk about the general work 
of the commission, but they were quite care- 
fui not to give opinions on the state of affairs 
that may arise as the law goes into effect. It 
was made plain that zuestions whicn will in- 
evitable rise will disposed of when 
reached and that no trouble will be borrowed 
before that time. While there will be a great 
strain on the commission at the start, the 
signs of system in taking care of the work 
are al y seen, and under Judge Cooley’s 
guidance there is not likely to be much fric- 
tion. 
It is said that about the first complaint con- 
rning rates will be made against the Penn- 
sylvania Company. The schedule posted in 
the depot here has a Conspicuous headline to 
the effect that these are the inter-State com- 
merce rates, the inference being that the 
law isresponsible for the increases. Analy- 
ses of the new rates have been published to- 
day, showing that the increases are consid- 
erable.

These 
questions relate to the long and short haul 
provision of inter-State commerce as it ap- 
lies to the railroads east of the Mississippi 
iver, south of the Ohio, and west of the 
Potomac. | 


Interfering with Business. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 31— [Special.] — 
The Inter-State bill will seriously hinder 
business. It has done so already to some ex- 
tent. Before it went into effect rates were

in such cutting: that every freight-car to be 
had has been put to use. A shipper today 
wanted to fillan order for 3,000 barrels of 
fiour, but was unable to get cars and was 
obliged to give up the trade. A line agent 
says: There will be a temporary stop 

of business because of the new law. It 
comes about in this way: We cannot for the 
time being make rates to all points in the 
country, because we do not know what con- 
necting lines pro te do. South-bound, 
for instance, we will bill freight only to the 
Ohio River, and so will all northern roads. 
The lines north of the river put a different 
construction on the new law from the one 
announced by the Southern roads. We can- 
not, therefore, interchange. This will be ad- 
justed in time. The Northern lines adopt 
the literal interpretation of the short and 
long haul clause, while the Southern lines 
have taken it upon themselves to determine 
where the exceptions should be made.”

The Wabash Receivership. 

Judge Gresham yesterday received from Judge 
Cooley his resignation as receiver of the Wabash 
system, to take effect today. Noaction was taken 
toward the appointment of a successor, as Judge 
Gresham received a request from Gen. Swayne 


and others not to act at once. It is said that the 
different factions in the Wabash litigation are 


taking steps toward a compromise, the result of 


which will be to take the road outof the hends 
of a court. The Purchasing Committce 
paid $1,000,000 into court a month 
ago to be used in payment of receiv- 
ers’ certificates. Wednesday %250.000 more 
was paid and a bond given for the payment of an 
additional $750,000 for the same purpose, and it is 
thought if all the receivers’ certificates can be 
taken up there will be no difficulty in effecting a 
compromise with the underlying mortgage bond- 
holders. This would leave their liens amply 
protected, and if thefr interest was paid they 
would have no cause of complaint. A conference 
will be held in Chicago today, presumably at the 
receiver's office, to settle on the terms of the 
compromise if possible. Judge Gresham yester- 
day made an order authorizing the receiver of 
the road to purchase not to exceed $80,000 of new 
steel rails to make repairs on the track. The re- 
ceiver represents that he wants 4,000 tons of 
rails, and thinks that by selling the old rails he 
can replace them with steel ones for $80,000. 


Complaints Heard by the State Board. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 31.—[{Special.]—A 
complaint was filled with the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission some days ago by J. G. Judy 
& Co., of Sumner, III., against the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi Railway Company for unjust discrimina- 
tion in the shipment of live Stock from Law- 
rencevilie, III., to Cincinnati, O. The complainants 
state that the railroad company charged them 
$38.75 a car for sheep and #47 a car for hogs, while 
at the same time it charged other shippers be- 
tween the same points $85 a car for sheep and $38.75 
for hogs. The Commissioners have notified the 
complainants that under the recent decision of 
the United States Court in the Wabash case this 
matter does not come within the jurisdiction of 
this board, but is one for the Inter-State Commis- 
sion to decide.

was refused, for the reason that, in addition to 
the one passenger-train each way daily, as set 
forth in the petition, there are two freight-trains 
each way daily that carry passengers; and these 
trains seem to be all that the resources of the 
company will justify. As to the mail facilities of 
which complaint is made, the petitioners are re- 
ferred to Capt. White, Superintendent of the 
Postal Service, Chicago. 


Will Commissions Be Abolished? 

New York, March 31.—The railroad ticket 
agents or brokers in this city do not seem to be 
at all apprehensive that their business will be 
ruined or even seriously injured by the circular 
issued yesterday on behalf of the Trunk-Line Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation announcing that on and after April 1 no 
commissions, rebate, or other drawback will 
be paid for the sale of passenger tickets to any 
agent, firm, broker, scalper, or other per- 
son.” This decision was put forth from 
Commissioner Fink’s office as “one of the 
greatest reforms ever inaugurated in the railway 
passenger service of this country,“ but when a 
re ge today made inquiries as to its probable 
effect, one of the best-known ticket-brokers, G. G. 
Lansing, did not hesitate to declare that it was 
“alla ” A business such as he had built 
up in the last sixteen years was not, he said, to be 
abolished iu that way. The railroad companies 
had often before declared that they would abol- 
ish commissions and cut-rates to the brokers, but 
the result had been like that of the similar ef- 
forts in the insurance business.

TO LIVE NINETY-SIX YEARS. 


‘What the Gypsy Fortune-Teller Told Em- 
peror William. 

A number of anecdotes are related con- 
cerning Emperor William’s long life and the 
possible number of years still left to him. 
One, illustrating povular superstition, is 


worth repeating. It is to the effect that at the 


time of the Furtenstag at Frankfort, in 1863, 
King William, one day, walking in the 
neighborhood of Baden-Baden accompanied 


by Herr von Bismarck and a number of 
ladies and gentlemen, passeda gypsy nut. 
One of the ladies exclaimed: “That is 


where the famous gypsy girl Preciosa tells 
fortunes.”’ The ty, who were allin walk- 
ing dress, ente the hut and had their 
fortunes told in succession, the King, whose 
identity was concealed, coming last. Pre- 
ciosa held his hand a long while in silence 
and then said: “I see 22 crown, great 
victories, and greatage. You will live ninety- 
six years, but your last days will bring much 
trouble and much sorrow.“ The King for- 
got all about the prophecy till 1884, when, at 
a bali at che Russian Embassy in Bertin, the 
Hungarian Countess Erdody, whose mother 
was u Tsigane, was presented to him.

They as- 
sert that on her release from jail the first time 
they did all in their power for her, but to no 
avail.

She is a Jewess, and one cannot help wondering 
that a community so boastful of domestic moral- 
ity and chastity among its women should have 
rovided the women who in these latter days 
ave by common consent been placed highest in 
the hierarchy of vice.

THE PRINCE AT THE PLAY.

How the Coming King of England Ap- 
peared at Mrs. Brown Potter's Debut. 

London Special to the New York World: 
About 8:20 the Prince of Wales entered the 
box. He was accompanied by Count Hatz- 
feld, German Ambassador, and by the Secre- 
tary ofthe German Embassy. The three 
gentlemen were in plain evening dress. The 
Prince seated himself at the upper end of the 
box and then turned and looked at tie audi- 
ence. There was no sign of applause or 
greeting. Glancing carelesly at the people 
seated in the stalls he noticed here and there 
an acquaintance with a slight bow and a kind 
of haif-smile. The absence of the Princess 
of Wales from the box was soon noticed, and 
the large bouquet intended for her was re- 
moved. It is said that her absence was owing 
to the mental affliction of her sister, the 
Duchess of Cumberland, who is at pres- 

ent temporarily confined in an insane 

asylum near Vienna. Every glass was brought 
to bear upon the Prince, and there wusa 
brief wait after his arrival before the — 
for the rise of the curtain was given. The 
Prince wore a bouquet of white flowers 
against a small cluster of violets in the but- 
tonhole of his dresscoat, gold links fastened 
his cuffs, and in his shirtbosom there was 
one stud, a dull, lusterless green stone. After 
he had looked about and nodded for a mo- 
ment he drew from his pocket a pair of lay- 
ender kid gloves and put themon. He was 
the only gentleman in the box, nay, almost 
in the whole house, who wore them. After 
he had buttoned them he picked up a pair of 
silyer-mounted opera-glasses and began in 
turn to go over every face in the audience, 
beginning with the stalls, then taking the 
baicony boxes and ending with the gallery. 

I was in a part of the theatre directly op- 
posit the Prince, where I obtained an unin- 
terrupted view of him and his actions dur- 
ing the evening. He is almost entirely bald. 
The back part of his head and around over 
his ears is nearly white with a fuzzy growth 
of retiring hair, which shades down into a 
reddish-brown tinge towards the base of his 
skull. His forehead is full, his eyes are bold 
in their expression, and seem dead blue in 
color. His nose is a cross betweea straight 
and aquiline. The lower part ot his face is 
hidden by a short, reddish-brown mustache 
and beard. His color is very high. Heis 
not a distinguished-looking man in plain 
evening dress. In a crowd where he was 
not known he would not attract attention. 
He has an easy-going look and the manner 
of a man fond of the society of good fellows. 
Throughout. the performance he laughed 
more heartily at the coarser hits of the play 
and looked bored during finer parts.

THE PLAY BEAOCTIFULLY SET. 

The first act 8 the summer-house 
at Windygates. is was a beautifully set 
scene. It represented a rustic arbor, cover- 
ing the entire stage, and apparently consti- 
tuted the porch or wing of the cottage where 
the scene of the play was placed. Through 
two openings of this arbor could be seen a 
stretch of mountain and water scenery, 
painted by a skillful hand. The illusion was 
good. Nearly allthe members of the com- 
pany appear in this act. Mrs. Potter, as the 
Governess, is seen at the back part of the 
stage. She wore, during this part of the per- 
formance, a lilac-colored dress of a kind of 
soft, clinging wool, and a large black hac 
with drooping black feathers. ere was a 
black ribbon loosely tied about her waist. 
The neck of the dress was trimmed with lace 
to simulate a square neck. White lace fin- 
ished the sleeves. Her first speech was in 
response to an invitation to join the 
croquet party. The set being made up, she 
declined in a clear, steady voice, not show- 
ing the ast stage fright or lack of confi- 
dence in herself. Indeed, this was charac- 
teristic of her performance. During no part 
of the evening or in any portion of the play 
did she show the slightest lack of confidence 
n seeking an intervicw 
with Geoffrey Delamayn she had but a few 


words to speak. She advanced towards him 


swiftly and imperiously commanded him to 
meet her. Until this meeting took place she 
had no occasion to show any ability as an 
artist. In the subsequent interview with 
him in this act she had a very stormy part to 
carry through. The alternate upbraiding 
and pieading gave her the best opportunity 
to show the range of her talents. et this 
part of the act met with no response from 
the audience. When the curtain fell there 
was no applause. The Prince made no sign 
of applauding, and the audience followed his 
example and sat silent. There were, how- 
ever, no demonstrations of disapproval. The 
first act was very brief and was finished 
within twenty minutes. 
APPLAUSE AFTER THE SECOND ACT. 

In the second act, at the Scottish inn, the 
scene represented a private dining-room, 
with a bow-window again overlooking mount- 
ains.

COMMENTS OF THE LONDON PRESS, 


What the Critic of the “Standard” Says of 
Mrs. Potter's Acting. 

Lonpoy, March 80.—[Special to the World.] 
All the morning papers devote mach space 
to Mrs. J. Brown Potter’s début last night. 
The Telegraph says: “Owing to the fact 
that the débutante was on the scene ina 
crowd of people when the curtain drew up, 
and was scarcely recognized by a dozen peo 
ple in the house, Mrs. Potter’s reception 
was frigid in the extreme. Such a chilly 
welcome would have unnerved all but the 
grimly desperate and bravely determined. 
But the curtain had not been up five minutes, 
and the character of Anne Sylvester had 
scarcely commenced its process of develop- 
ment before it was apparent to nine-tenths of 
the house that this is the last character which 
the lady should have attempted, and that no 
play could possibly have been selected more 
inappropriate to the highly nervous tem- 
perament and emotional manner’ which 
she possessés in an exaggerated degree. The 
simple governess who has been wronged and 
ruined, the somewhat commonplace heroine 
of a Wilkie Collins romance, the pale-faced, 
desperate creature who has staked her all 
upon the faith of a coarse, unsympathetic 


blackguard of modern life, is not a M an 
Electra, or an Iphigenia. And yet Mrs. Pot- 
ter brought all the attitudes, ali the starts, 
all the surprises, all the desperate tragic in- 
tensity required fora Greek play into the 
humble household of an English gentleman. 
Through all the everacting, over and above 
the excessive gesticulation, the painfully 
artificial manner, the starting eyeballs, the 
tottering gait, the studied tricks of action, 
the utterly unnatural rendering of a perfect- 
ly natural character, one could easily detect 
a very marked intelligence and the smolder- 


ing ashes of an emotional power, which is | 


the one thing that our stage so sorely needs. 
She was crude, she was overviolent, she was 
vatingly tragicin scenes that required 
absolute qui but in her acting, rough 
and unpolished as it was, there was power: 
in her earnestness there was the best of 
nature’s gifts, the germ of atrue emotion. 
There was the stuff in here of which the 
best actresses are made. But at present it 
was like a wila thoroughbred colt kicking its 
heels and gamboling over the pastures—a 
promising aa utterly untrained and 
unman bie. Suddenly and without warn- 
ing, to surprise of audience, in the 
last act a change Came over the actress. Pos- 
sibly some kind friend had warned her of her 
excess. Possibly her hervousness was under 
mastery. But, be as it may, she played 
the last act in @ wholly different manner.
